EVEN UNDER the drastic restrictions 
■ >n driving, a u '>‘mobile batterie > can be 
kept in effective condition, according to 
the Key rtone Automobile Club, which has 
made public a formula devised by battery 
experts to overcome existing difficulties. 
"Have your battery tested with a hy­ 
drom eter every time you get gas, or not less 
than twice a m onth,' the experts advi.se. 
If the hydrom eter reading shows half- 
charge or less. the battery should be re­ 
charged. even t hough It can st iii turn over 
a motor in cold w eather. 
It is explained 
th a t after a battery reaches the half-w ay 
m ark, or 1.225 specific gfavltv. it loses ef­ 
fectiveness rapidly and is 
likely 
to 
go 
‘‘dead’’ any m om ent. Bv keeping it as close 
to full charge as possible, the m otorist can 
get through the 
cold 
w eather

Moderate Group Spawned 


Tile scope of this threat to Amer­ 
ican sovereignty has naturally terri­ 
fied a portion of the American avia­ 
tion industry, in on the proceedings 
so far Tile coni lid of opinion al­ 
ready has spawned a more moderate 
group of 
freedom of the air" en­ 
thusiasts who propose only to carry 
that freedom up to the three-mile 
limit. They would have freedom of 
the air only where the sea is free.

Advantage Elsewhere 


Only two of those nations are in 
a position to m aintain such a line, 
but nothing could keep the British— 
or even the Nazis and Jap* of tile

of these countries and flying over us 
at win. 
The advantage in any rivalry be­ 
tween the United States and Britain 
for control of post-war air routes 
would seem to lie with the British.

Law Is an Egnima

The figuring by a puzzled public,

Tills statem ent was attacked by 
labor leaders, who demanded more. 
Particularly, Mr. John L. Lewis, of 
the United Mine Workers, demand­ 
ed an increase Jar above the stan­ 
dard.

Issue was nearing 
an 
acute stage, for the contract be­ 
tween Mr. lew is's union and the 
mine operators expires in April and 
the new contract must be negotiat­ 
ed before. 


Standard in Danger 


Everybody looked to see what th* 
administration would do. Ail knew 
th at the administration was reluc­ 
tant to oppose the labor leaders. 
Yet lf the administration should 
yield, and let wage rates go above 
the Labor board’s standard, that 
standard would be destroyed Not 
only 
that, 
the authority of 
the 
Labor board would be impaired— 
It would become doubt fill if the 
board would ever be able to set up 
a new standard and make it stick. 
There would be a widespread rr h 
upward of wage rates everywhere, 
of cost Of living; inflation would tx* 
nearer 


To give the administration's an ­ 
swer 
was 
the 
purpose 
of 
Mr. 
Byrness speech. The answer was 
Arm. 
Mr. Byrnes said the Labor 
board’s standard must be m ain­ 
tained. As a prevention of inflation 
tins was a forthright and effective 
step. Certainly it would be if it 
stood alone. 


But then, evidently, the adminis­ 
tration sought to alleviate the dis­ 
appointment of labor leaders aud 
workers. To find this alleviation, ta* 
administration turned to a law that 
has been on the books some five 
years, the forty-hour week law. 


Depression Device 


The forty -hour week law w as 
adopted during the depression — at 
a time when jot*, were scarce and 
unemployment large. It was adopted 
in a spirit of "spread the job.' 
around.' It was designed to make 
employers employ a larger number 
of workers. To employers, the law? 
says in effect: You must not keep 
any worker on the job more than 
forty hours a week. If you keep a 
worker longer, you shall be penal­ 
ized—you must pay the worker time 
and a half rates for the extra hours 
For example, a worker would be­ 
paid $1 an hour for the first forty 
hours he works—$40 for the week 
If he work# eight hours more Le 
must be paid $1.50 per hour tor 
the extra hours—*52 for the week. 


To this law-, Ute administration 
now 
turned. 
The 
administration 
said to workers, in effect: You can­ 
not have any increase in your wage 
rates per hour—but we will see to 
it that you get more money in your 
pay check at the end of the week. 


In order to accomplish tills, the 
administration now says lo employ­ 
er# that they must keep their work­ 
er* on the job forty-eight hours per 
week at least 
and must pay time 
and a half for the extra eight 
hour#. 


Big Cost Hurras* 


To what extent this undoes the 
preservation 
of 
the 
War 
Labor 
Board's standard, to wnat extent 
it makes for inflation, is what the 
present figuring Is about. It is clear 
that workers are given a titty per­ 
cent Increase in rates tor the extra 
eight hours; and that tilts works 
out. on the average, as a material 
increase for each of the forty-eight 
hours—an increase above the stan­ 
dard 
which, 
the 
administration 
said must not be increased. 


Especially hectic I# the figuring 
by employers. They know they must 
now pay, for example. *52 for an 
amount of work for which formerly 
they paid only *48. That this must 
result in an increased cost of goods. 
goes 
without saying—a

must now, speaking broadly, cost 
*52, arid the consumer must pay it. 
To some large industries doing war 
work, the change will not lie so 
serious Many aheadv practice mote 
than a forty-hour week, pay tune 
and a half for the extra hours and 
make their contracts with the gov­ 
ernment accordingly.
